The bellies of both 
the males and females are nearly pure 
white and are covered with spin** 
which give that portion of their anato¬ 
my the appeemnee of a wall rip¬ 
ened Jlmaon bur. 1‘ersons who under 
stand the “swell toad” and know what 
an Irritable Utile rascal It Is catch It 
and rub the spines on Its belly, when 
It swells up until It Is utterly helpl. -- 
Another curious point about the croa 
ture Is that as long as It is kept on 
Its back It Is nnalde to expel the air sc 
as to reduce the swelling.

organ of the body or quality of any 
kind that la not unlike in the aexes. 
A man Is a man even to hla thumbs, 
and a woman Is a woman down to her 
little toes. Let man, with his vaunted 
superiority In everything, cultivate a 
proper feeling of his real standing In 
view of Mr. Ellis' statement that wo¬ 
men “are unquestionably superior In 
general tactile sensibility and probably 
superior In the discrimination of 
tastes," with (to he perfectly Impar 
tlal) no advantage either way in the 
other senses, but they hare better mem¬ 
ories, read more rapidly, bear pain bet¬ 
ter. recover twtter from wounds and 
serious illnesses, are less changed by 
old age. live longer and have relatively 
larger brains, especially In tbe frontal 
regions Women, to pot ft In a few 


On the other hand, Mr. Ellis finds 
men are slower In mind, with greeter 
strength of !*ody (they are two. throe 
and four times as strong as women t. 
quicker to movement, with, much 
greater lung capacity, more blood cor¬ 
puscles and exhale twice as much car¬ 
bon dioxide, but these Inst qualities are 
rather drawback* than otherwise, since 
men are less able to endure confine¬ 
ment and bad air.
